The Montgomery County Council is seeking applicants to fill two vacancies on the Montgomery County
Planning Board. Applications must be received no later than 5 p.m., on Wednesday, May 14.

The term of Allison Bryant, a Republican, will expire on June 14. Mr. Bryant has served two terms and
is not eligible for reappointment. The other vacancy was created by the passing of board member
Eugene Lynch, a Democrat, on Jan. 31. Mr. Lynch’s term will expire on June 14, 2011.

No more than three members of the Planning Board may be from the same political party, and all
members must be residents and registered voters of Montgomery County when appointed. Members
serve four-year terms and are limited to two full terms. The positions can be filled by a Democrat; a
Republican; a voter who declines to affiliate with a party; or by a member of another party officially
recognized by the Montgomery County Board of Elections.

In addition to Mr. Bryant, the current board members are Chairman Royce Hanson, a Democrat; Jean B.
Cryor, a Republican; and John Robinson, a Democrat. Annual compensation for Board members is
currently $30,000.
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The Planning Board serves as the Council’s principal adviser on land use planning and community
planning. Planning Board members also serve as Commissioners of the Maryland-National Capital Park
and Planning Commission.

The Planning Board’s responsibilities with regard to planning include preparation and amendment of
County General Plan; preparation and amendment of Master Plans and functional plans; formulation of
subdivision regulations; preparation of or recommendations on text amendments to the County Zoning
Ordinance; implementation of the subdivision process by reviewing and approving all preliminary plans,
site plans and other plans for development; advice on the planning implication of capital facilities and
programs of the County government, Montgomery College, the Washington Suburban Sanitary
Commission and Montgomery County Public Schools; commenting, under its Mandatory Referral
authority, on plans for public facilities of local, state and federal agencies; and approval of the work
program and the annual operating budget for the Planning Department and the Commission’s bi-county
offices.

The Planning Board sits as the Park Commission and approves the annual Parks Department operating
budget and Capital Improvements Program (CIP) budget; land acquisition contracts and major
development contracts for parks; development plans for individual park facilities; policies for park
operations; and park user fees.

The Montgomery County Planning Board meets all day every Thursday and often meets on one other
evening a week. The entire Maryland-National Capital Park and Planning Commission meets the third
Wednesday of every month. On average, a Planning Board member can expect to spend at least two full
days a week in scheduled and informal meetings. Additionally, substantial time is required for
preparatory work and other activities related to Planning Board responsibilities.

Letters expressing interest, including a resume listing professional and civic experience, should be
addressed to: Council President Michael J. Knapp, County Council Office, Stella B. Werner Council
Office Building, 100 Maryland Avenue, Rockville, Maryland 20850. Letters must be received no later
than 5 p.m., Wednesday, May 14.

Letters of application are made public as part of the appointment process. The names of all applicants
are published and available for public review and interviews are conducted in public.

A financial statement
of assets, debts, income and family property interests will be required of all applicants. Only the
candidates appointed will be required to make their financial statements available to the public.

The Montgomery County Council is accepting applications from qualified voters of the County for
appointment to a three-year term on the Merit System Protection Board. Generally, the board is expected to
oversee the Merit System and to protect employee and applicant rights guaranteed under the County Merit
System.

Applications must be received in the Council office by 5 p.m. on Wednesday, Nov. 12, 2008.

The term of board member Charla Lambertsen (declined to affiliate) will expire in December 2008.
Ms. Lambertsen has served one full term and has indicated that she will apply for reappointment.

The appointee to this term may be a Republican or someone who declines to affiliate with a party. In
addition, the appointee may be a member of another party officially recognized by the Board of Elections.
By law, no more than two of the three members of the Merit System Protection Board may be of the same
political party. Current board members in addition to Ms. Lambertsen are Rodella Berry (Democrat) and
Bruce E. Wood (Democrat).

The County Merit System Protection Board's mission is to oversee the Merit System for the protection of
employee’s and applicant's rights guaranteed under the Merit System. There are two methods in which the
board processes appeals: a written decision issued after a review and discussion of a written record, and a
written decision issued after a pre-hearing conference and a formal hearing in cases involving a suspension,
demotion or dismissal

The board, on a periodic basis, conducts special studies, audits or inquiries of the administration of the merit
and retirement pay systems and, in this effort, may compel the attendance of witnesses. Written reports of
its findings and recommendations are filed with the County Executive and the County Council. The board
also provides comments on any proposed changes in Merit System law or regulations.

The board holds hearings during the day, which can take the full day or be scheduled for the evening. Also,
the board normally meets for approximately four hours in the evening once every two weeks. Additional
time is also required for preparatory work. Members of this board receive $7,248, which is adjusted
annually to reflect 50 percent of the percentage change in the Washington Area Consumer Price Index.

Board members are restricted in political activity while serving. Section 403 of the County Charter states in
part "... No member shall hold political office or participate in any campaign for any political or public
office during the member's term of office.” Members of County boards, committees and commissions may
not serve on more than one such group at a time.

FOR ONE POSITION ON COUNTY BOARD OF APPEALS
DEADLINE: MONDAY, JANUARY 5, 2009

The Montgomery County Council is seeking applicants for a partial term on the County Board of Appeals. The
term to be filled is currently held by Allison Fultz, who will be resigning effective Jan. 1. Her term expires in
Sept. 2011. She also serves as chair of the board.

County law provides that the Council may designate a member of the board for the position of chair. The
Council will select a new chair in conjunction with this appointment process.

Applications for the position must be received no later than 12 noon on Monday, Jan. 5. Interviews for this
vacancy are tentatively scheduled for Jan. 13.

The position must be filled by a Democrat. Any person appointed to fill a vacancy created other than by the
expiration of a term must be of the same political party as the member replaced. By law, no more than three
members of the board shall be from the same political party.

Current members of the board, including Chair Fultz (Democrat), are Walter S. Booth (Democrat), David K.
Perdue (declined to affiliate), Carolyn Shawaker (Democrat) and Catherine Titus (Republican). Members of
County boards, committees and commissions may not serve on more than one such group at a time.

Members of the board receive $13,802 annually, with the chair receiving $21,013. Salaries are adjusted annually
each December to reflect 50 percent of the change in the Washington Area Consumer Price Index.

Duties of the Board of Appeals include making decisions on most applications for special exceptions as provided
in the Zoning Ordinance; hearing and deciding requests for variances from development standards contained in
the Zoning Ordinance; and hearing appeals from certain administrative decisions rendered by county government
agencies.

The board normally holds weekly hearings all day Wednesday and worksessions every other week. If necessary
to accommodate an extended caseload or continued hearings, the board schedules hearings on other weekdays.
Members are expected to prepare for the hearings by reading the cases to be heard and to share the workload of
drafting and editing opinions or to follow-up on investigations on specific cases. Members work approximately
15-25 hours a week.

The principal jurisdiction of the Board of Appeals (concerning special exceptions and variances under the
Zoning Ordinance) does not include the municipalities of Barnesville, Brookeville, Gaithersburg, Laytonsville,
Poolesville, Rockville and Washington Grove. The normal Council practice is not to appoint residents of those
municipalities to the board.

Letters expressing interest, including a resume listing professional and civic experience, should be addressed to
Council President Michael J. Knapp, County Council Office, Stella B. Werner Council Office Building, 100
Maryland Avenue, Rockville, Maryland 20850. Applications must be received no later than 12 noon on Monday,
Jan. 5. It is the Council’s policy not to consider applications received after the deadline. After the Jan. 5
deadline, Councilmembers will review the letters of application and select applicants for interviews.

Letters of application are made public as part of the appointment process. The names of all applicants are
published and made available for public review. Interviews are open to the public. A financial statement of
assets, debts, income and family property interests will be required of all applicants. Only the appointed
candidates will be required to make the financial statement available to the public.

COUNCIL SEEKS APPLICANTS FOR
ONE POSITION ON COUNTY BOARD OF APPEALS
Deadline: Monday, January 5, 2009

The Montgomery County Council is seeking applicants for a partial term on the County Board
of Appeals. The term to be filled is currently held by Allison Fultz, who will be resigning
effective Jan. 1. Her term xpires in Sept. 2011. She also serves as chair of the board.

County law provides that the Council may designate a member of the board for the position of
chair. The Council will select a new chair in conjunction with this appointment process.

Applications for the position must be received no later than 12 noon on Monday, Jan. 5.
Interviews for this vacancy are tentatively scheduled for Jan. 13.

The position must be filled by a Democrat. Any person appointed to fill a vacancy created other
than by the expiration of a term must be of the same political party as the member replaced. By
law, no more than three members of the board shall be from the same political party.

Current members of the board, including Chair Fultz (Democrat), are Walter S. Booth
(Democrat), David K. Perdue (declined to affiliate), Carolyn Shawaker (Democrat) and
Catherine Titus (Republican). Members of County boards, committees and commissions may
not serve on more than one such group at a time.

Members of the board receive $13,802 annually, with the chair receiving $21,013. Salaries are
adjusted annually each December to reflect 50 percent of the change in the Washington Area
Consumer Price Index.

Duties of the Board of Appeals include making decisions on most applications for special
exceptions as provided in the Zoning Ordinance; hearing and deciding requests for variances
from development standards contained in the Zoning Ordinance; and hearing appeals from
certain administrative decisions rendered by county government agencies.

The board normally holds weekly hearings all day Wednesday and worksessions every other
week. If necessary to accommodate an extended caseload or continued hearings, the board
schedules hearings on other weekdays. Members are expected to prepare for the hearings by
reading the cases to be heard and to share the workload of drafting and editing opinions or to
follow-up on investigations on specific cases. Members work approximately 15-25 hours a
week.

The principal jurisdiction of the Board of Appeals (concerning special exceptions and variances
under the Zoning Ordinance) does not include the municipalities of Barnesville, Brookeville,
Gaithersburg, Laytonsville, Poolesville, Rockville and Washington Grove. The normal Council
practice is not to appoint residents of those municipalities to the board.

Letters expressing interest, including a resume listing professional and civic experience, should
be addressed to Council President Phil Andrews, County Council Office, Stella B. Werner
Council Office Building, 100 Maryland Avenue, Rockville, Maryland 20850. Applications must
be received no later than 12 noon on Monday, Jan. 5. It is the Council’s policy not to consider

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applications received after the deadline. After the Jan. 5 deadline, Councilmembers will review
the letters of application and select applicants for interviews.

Letters of application are made public as part of the appointment process. The names of all
applicants are published and made available for public review. Interviews are open to the public.
A financial statement of assets, debts, income and family property interests will be required of
all applicants. Only the appointed candidates will be required to make the financial statement
available to the public.

COUNCIL SEEKS APPLICANTS TO STUDY
COMPENSATION OF ELECTED OFFICIALS
Deadline: Friday, January 30, 2009

The Montgomery County Council is seeking applicants for a citizens’ advisory committee to study
compensation of the County’s elected officials. The County Council believes that there is a need to
examine present compensation levels for the Sheriff, State’s Attorney, County Executive and County
Council.

Letters of interest to serve on the committee must be received no later than 5 p.m. on Jan. 30.

State law authorizes the County Council to establish the salary of the Sheriff and State’s Attorney for
Montgomery County. The County Charter authorizes the County Council to set the compensation of the
County Council and the County Executive for the succeeding terms of office. Changes in compensation
levels apply only to future terms of these elected offices.

The most recent changes in the base salaries of these elected offices were effective December 2008.
Currently, Councilmembers receive annual compensation of $94,040 (Council President receives 10
percent additional compensation—now $103,444), the Executive receives $171,000 the Sheriff
$135,298. The State’s Attorney receives $165,227, a figure that will change in January of 2009. Each of
these offices receives an annual cost-of-living adjustment of 100 percent of the Consumer Price Index.

The Committee must submit recommendations of compensation levels to the County Council by Sept.
30, 2009. Any changes in compensation adopted by the Council would be effective for the 2010-2014
term of office.

Citizens interested in serving on the committee should submit their letter of interest with a resume to
Council President Phil Andrews, Montgomery County Council Office, Stella B. Werner Council Office
Building, 100 Maryland Avenue, Rockville, Md. 20850. Members of County boards, committees and
commissions may not serve on more than one such group at a time. Letters of interest must be received
no later than 5 p.m. on Jan. 30.
